Waters Gren, N. Y.., September ‘I1.—The 
excursion to Niagara Falls of delegates to the 
Internationol Medical congress, which left 
Washington last evening, reached here at 9:30 
a.m., today. The excursionists number more 
than 300, of whom 200 are from abroad. The

of the medical congress. An American physi- 
cian is in charge of each car, and is responsible 
for the comfort of its occupants, among them 
Heing an officer each of the army and navy, de- 
tailed by the surgeons general for the purpose. 
The fereigners, in spite ofsome fatigue, seem 
to be having a very good time. The national- 
{ties found themselves somewhat mixed up last 
night,Germany and France, Russia and Amer- 
‘jcaand England and Japan being In some 
eases billeted in sections together, but for 
today's sight seeing, a majority of the excur- 
sionists were resolved into French, English 
and German speaking colonies, which went 
¢heir several ways at pleasure, and woke the 
yoluble echoes of the glen tothe music of their 
own idioms. The foreigners agree in the opin- 
ion that the fruits of the medical . congress, 
from a scientific point of view, are invaluable. 
They express a high appreciation of the social 
attentions paid them by the Americans, and 
become emphatic in respect to the royal good 
fellowship of the American doctors. he 
train, consisting of thirteen Pullman cars, two 
smokers, one commissary and one baggage Car, 
left for Niagara Falls at 2:30 p. m.

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GOING TO UTAH. 


A Heavy Consignment of Human Cattle to 


the Weat. 
KxoxviLtr, Tenn., September 11.—[Spec- 
ia]. —Five hundred Mormon converts, mostly 


women and children, passed through this place 
today on their way to Utah. They were from 
different European countries direct, and were 
about the filthiest lot of humanity ever seen in 
this section. The party encountered a rough 
sea and lost a number of children while at sea 
from some kind of fatal disease unknown to 
the physicians. At Roanoke the elder in 
charge was mysteriously missing upon the ar- 
rival of the vessel and it was two days before he 
turned up with the tickets belonging to the 
converts. 

Before the ship bearing these ignorant peo- 
nle reached Castle Garden a telegram was re- 
ceived by Rey. Thomas D. Drum, chaplain, 
which read: 

Mrs. Burnes is due tomorrow on the Wisconsin. 
Bhe isin the hands of Mormons. Her daughter 
wishes to prevent her going to Salt Lake, Can you 
detain her, so that she can be brought out here’

“You've got to go to Salt Lake,”’ Barnes ex- 
rlaimed, “if you wantto get to heaven. I’ve 
a Latter Day saint on the other side, and 
was a fool not to start to Utah before.” 

Mrs. Barnes was weeping as the train passed 
though here, today, while her husband kept 
up his bullying mianner.

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THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 


The Weekly Weather Crop Bulletin of the 
; Signal Office. 
_ Wasurreron, September 11.—The follow 
ing is the weather crop bulletin of the signal 
otlice for the week ending September 10, 1887: 
During the week ending September 10 the 
weather has been slightly colder than usual in 
the lake region, the Middle Atlantic and 
South Atlantic states, and warmer than usual 
in the Missouri. central Mississippi and lower 
Ohio valleys, being from fifteen .to forty de- 
grees above the normal. The daily average 
temperature for the season, from January first 
to tember 10th, differs less than one de- 
gree irom normal for all sections except- 
ing that in Colorado, Kansas,  In- 
dian Territory, northern Texas, southern 
ortions of Missouri,Jindiana and Illinois, and 
in portions of Kentucky and Tennessee, it 
varies from one to two degrees above the nor- 
mal, and salong Lake Superior from two to 
three degrees below the normal. During the 
week the rainfall has been slightly in excess of 
the normal in northeasten New York, southern 
Michigan, and portions of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Dakota and Colorado; otherwise there has 
been a slight deficiency, amounting to one inch 
ormore along the south Atlantic and gulf 
coasts, A deficiency for the season exists from 
the upper lakes to the lower Missouri valley, 
the gulf states and the south Atlantic states, 
and continues greatest, a little above ten 
inches, in Iowa, the southern portion of Illinois, 
and the lower Mississippi valley. During the 
past month over one hundred reent of the 
usual amount of rain has fallen in the northern 
portions of New England, New York 
central North Carolina, southern Michigan, 
northern Lilinois, and from the southern por- 
tions of Dakota and Minnesota southward to 
eastern Texas less than 50 per cent of the usual 
amount of rain has fallen along the south 
Atlantic coast, in the eastern gulf states, lower 
Mississippi vay southern Ohio, central 
lilinois, eastern Missouri and the northern 
portion of lower Michigan. During the past 
week the weather has been reported as favor- 
able to growing crops in Massachusetts and 
North Carolina, and unfavorable in Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Missigsippi, and South Carolina. 
In the corn growing region the crop is reported 
to have been harvested and below average 
in Nebraska, as out of danger from 
frost in Minnesota, and more rain_need- 


ed for late corn in central and west- 
ern Kansas. Cutting is in propress in 
Michigan. The weather is reported to have 


been too dry in the cotton region of South 
Carolina, Alabama, and Mississippi, and dam- 
aged by worms in Mississippi. The tobacco re- 
gion of Tennessee, Kentucky and Ohio, the 
deficiencies in rainfall is reported to have been 
injurious, while in North Carolia the weather 
has been favorable. Pastures are reported 
good from Nebraska, as improved in Minneso- 
ta, Michigan and northern L[llinois, and as 
dried up in southern Dlinois. <A light frost is 
reported to have injured sweet potatoes in 
northwestern North Carolina on the 2d, and 
as having occurred in northern Lilinois on the 
8th. Killing frosts were reported on the 10th 
from central Minnesota oad upper Michigan, 
and the morning of the llth from northern 
Vermont. 


CLEMONS IS ATTACKED 


By Five Men, Who Almost Beat Him to 
Death. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 11.—[Spec- 
ial.|—A daring highway robbery and almost 
murder was committed on the Lebanon pike 
Saturday night. A German named Clemons, 
a gardener at Mt. Olivet cemetery, had been 
in town -purchasing provisions, and was re- 
turning on foot, when, within 150 yards of the 
bridge, five men dashed on him from the 
roadside. Two approached him, and one 
stepped in front of him to ' ask 
him some questions. Another grabbed 
his throat from behind, and endeavored 
to choke him. Before any resistance was 
possible, the one first mentioned gave hima 
murderous blow with a heavy stone, above the 
left temple, which knocked him down and 
rendered him almost senseless. They then 
rifled his pockets, but got only a silver watch. 
The one on guard exclaimed, ‘‘Here comes a 
wagon,’’ when they jumped the fence and dis- 
appeared through a cornfield. As the wagon, 
an express containing two men, approached, 
he called to them to stop, that he was all cut 
te pieces. Evidenty fearing that this wasa 
ruse to stop and robthem, the occupants ap- 
plied the whip vigorously and forced the ani- 
malintoarun. I'celing that his life depended 
on keeping in hearing of the wagon, he ran 
after it, an managed to get home. A doctor 
was” called, and Clemons skull found broken 
badly.

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THE STORM IN ARIZONA. 


The Heavy Rains Flood the Country 


Completely. 


Tucson, Ariz., September 11.—The storms | 


of Thursday and Friday were the most severe 
ever known in this section. Five milesof the 
Southern Pacific track between this point and 
Benson was washed away. Two large bridges 
over the Conango and the Rillita rivers were 
destroyed. The telegraph wires are all down, 
and in some places imbedded ten feet in the 
sand. Steel rails are carried a quarter ofa 
mile down the river, and are scattered for 
miles down the stream. The Southern Pacific 
trains are being run through on the Atlantic 
and Pacific road. Washouts are reported along 
the line from Tucson to Yuma. ‘rom parties 
in from San Pedro and Rillita rivers, it is 
learned that the tlood is the worst ever known 
in Arizona, and many old landmarks have 
been washed away, and fields of grain swept 
over. The Southern Pacific officials say that 
travel over thé road can net be resumed for a 
week. ae 


DOWN WITH A CRASH, 


Seventy Persous Fall Through the Floor, and 
Are Seriously Hurt. 

NASHVILLE, September 11.—A terrible acci- 
dent reported from Keedmore, a small village 
three miles north of Manchester. Yesterday 
a two story church building, the upper floor 
being used for church purposes, and the lower 
floor given up exclusively to school purposes, 
suddenly nied without warning, gave way with 
a crash, carrying sixty or seventy people with 
it. The fall was thirteen feet, and hardly one 
escaped injury. The injured were quickly 
rescned from the wreck, and three of them 
found to be seriously injured. One man is fa- 
tally hurt. Every physician in the county was 
immediately sent for, and the work of reliev- 
ing the injured was promptly begun. No fur- 
ther particulars have been received from the 
disaster.

| ARREST OF O'BRIEN. 


The Funeral to Take Place at 
Mitchelistown Today. 


THE ENGLISH MEMBERS SPEAK. 


Michael Davitt Renews His Defiance to the 
Government—The People Firm and 
Vigilant—Other Notes. 


Dustin, September 11.—Mr. O’Brien was 
arrested today while seeing Mr. Labouchere 
off on the steamer. 

Mitchelistown has been quiet today. The 
victims of the fight Friday will be given a 
public funeral Monday, which will be made 
the occasion of a great demonstration. The 
man Shinnick and the boy Casey are dying 
from the effects of the wounds they received 
on Friday. Casey’s ante-mortem deposition 
has been taken. He states that he was stand- 
ing near Shinnick at one corner of the square 
when he Head Constable O'Sullivan come to 
the window of the barracks, and fired at him. 
Four witnesses confirm this statement. The 
nationalists say that they have evidence to es- 
tablish the identity of the policeman who 
shot Riocdan. 

Mr. O’Brien spent the day at Ballybrack 
with Dillon and Harrington. He received a 
telegram from lLabouchere and Brunner, 
requesting him to accompany them to London. 
O’Brien, accompanied by Harrington, went on 
board the Kingstown boat for the purpose of 
declining the invitation to go to London,when 
a detective met him and said he would not be 
arrested if he pledged himself not to go to 
England. Mr. O'Brien refused this condition, 
when he was taken into custody 
and escorted to the Imperial hotel by the 
detective, who informed him that he 
could stay all night if he would promise that 
he would not make a speech. is promise 
was not given. and O’Brien addressed the 
—- from the balcony of the hotel. He 
said: 

**So long as there is breath in my body, my 
voice will not be silent untilI am gagged. 
am proud to suffer for Mitchellstown. When 
in Kingston I was told I would not be arrested 
if I did not undertake to goto London. That 
shows that the government is beginning to 
dread us in England.”’ 

O’Brien will remain at the hotel tonight and 
proceed to Mitchelistown in the morning. The 
crowd gathered in front of the hotel and was 
very enthusiastic. O’Brien, in an interview 
on the subject of his arrest, said that he had 
no intention of going to England when he 
boarded the boat. He merely went there to 
see Mr. Labouchere. Asto making a speech 
at the hotel, he said he had no idea of doing 
so until the detective mentioned it 

Contingents of nationalists from all the sur- 
rounding towns promise to attend the funeral 
tomorrow. The procession will be an enorm- 
ous one. The police refuse toallow the cortege 
to traverse the regular route to the cemetery, 
which passes the barracks. The nationalists 
consider this a great indignity, as they will be 
compelled to go through Protestant parts of 
the town. They claim that they have the 
right to take the usual route, promising to re- 
sort to no violence. The coffin of the old man 
shot dead on Friday, whose name was Loner- 
gan, not Riordan, is inscribed as follows: 
‘‘Michael Lonergan, murdered September 9, 
1887. Requiescat in pace.’’ 

Labouchere, Hooper, Brunner and other 
members of parliament addressed a meeting in 
Cork on Saturday, called to denounce the ac- 
tion of the government. . 

Michael Davitt spoke at a meeting in Dublin 
today. He declared that he would adoptevery 
word and meaning of O’Brien’s speech at 
Mitchellstown. Irishmen 8would deserve the 
contempt of the world if they allowed them- 
selves to be hunted from their cabins like 
beasts. Hecomplained bitterly against the 
censtabulary for slaying their own kith and 
kin in cold blood, even without the word of 
command from their officers. If the slumber- 
ing embers of retaliatory vengeance were faced, 
as in 1881, he hoped they would not be blamed, 
for any evil wrought upon Ireland would fall 
upon the instigators of the Mitchellstown 
massacre.

*‘I was a Stranger and Ye Took 
Me In.’’ 


DR. TALMAGRS SERMON YESTERDAY 


At The Hamptons—The Trial, and Rewards 
of Christian Hospitality—The Grace 
of Abraham in Entertaining. 


THe Hamptons,September 11.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Dr. T. DeWitt Talmage’s text to- 
day was from Romans, chapter xii., 13: 
“Given to Hospitality,” and his disal ‘was 
as follows: | 

There is danger that the multiplication of 
large and commodious hotels in our towns and 
cities and villages will utterly exterminate 
that grace which Abraham exhibited when he 
entertained the angels, and which Lot showed 
when he watched for guests at the gate of: the 
city and which Christ recognized as a positive 
requisite for entering heaven when he de- 
cleared: “I was a stranger and ye took me in.” 

I propose to speak this morning of the trials 
and rewards of Christian hospitality. The first 
trial often comes in the whim and eccentricity 


of the guest himself. There are 
& great many excellent people who 
have protuberances of disposition 


and sharp edges of temperament, and unplia- 
bility of character, which make them a posi- 
tive nuisance in any house where they stay. 
On short acquaintance, they will begin to com- 
mand the household affairs,order the employes 
to unusual service, keep unseasonable hours, 
use narcotics in places offensive to sensitive 
nostrils, put their feetat unusual elevations, 
drop the ashes of their Havana on costly tap- 
estry, open bureaus they onght never to touch, 
and pry into things they ought never to see, 
and become impervious to rousing bells, and 
have all the peculiarities of the gormandizer 
or the dyspeptic, and make  exca- 
vations from poor dentistry with 
unusual implements, andin a thousand ways 
afflict the household which proposes to take 
careeof them. Added to all, they stay too 
long. They have no idea when their welcome 
is worn out, and they would be unmoved even 
by the blessing which my friend Gerritt Smith, 
the philanthropist, asked one morning at has 
breakfast table, on the day when he hoped 
that the long protracted guests would depart, 
saying: ‘‘O, Lord, bless this provision, and 
our friends who leave us today.” But my 


friends,there are alleviations to be put on their 


side of the scale. Perhaps they have 
not had the same refining influ- 
ences about them in early life that 


you have had. Perhaps they have inherited 
eccentricities that they cannot help. Perhaps 
it is your duty, by example, to show them a 
better way. Perhaps they are sent to bea 
trial forthe development of your patience. 
Perhaps they were to be intended as an illus- 
tration of the opposite of what you are trying 
to inculcate in the minds of your children. 
Perhaps it is to make your home the brighter 
when they are gone. When our guests are 
cheery, and fascinating, and elegant, it is very 
easy to entertain them; but when, we find in 
our guests that which is antagonistic to our 
taste and sentiment, it is a positive triumph 
when we can obey the words of my text and 
be ‘“‘given to hospitality.”’ 

Another trial in the using of this grace is in 
the toil and expense of exercising it. In the 
well regulated household things go smoothly, 
but now you have introduced a foreign ele- 
ment into the machinery, and though you may 
stoutly declare that they must take things as 
they tind them, the Martha will breakin. The 
ungovernable stove. The ruined dessert. 
The joint that proves to be unmasticable. 
The delayed marketing. The perplexities of 
a caterer. The worn of doing proper 
work, and yet ain eing presentable. 
Though you may say there shall be no care or 
anxiety, there will be care and there will be 
anxiety. In 1694 the captain-general provid- 
ed a very grand entertainment, and among 
other things he had a fountain in his garden— 
a fountain of strong drink. In it were four 
hogsheads of brandy, eight hhogsheads of 
water, 25,000 lemons, thirteen hundredweight 
of Lisbon sugar, five pounds of grated nut- 
meg, 300 toasted biscuits and a boat built on 
purpose was placed in the fountain, and a boy 
rowed around it and filled the cups of the 


people who c there to sup- 
plied. Well, you say that was a luxur- 
ious entertainment, and of course the 


man had no anxiety; but I have to tell you, 
that though you had. or propose, an entertain- 
ment like that, you have anxiety. In that 
every thing comes the diyine reward. We 
were born to serve; and wifen we serve others, 
we serve God. The flush on that woman’s 
cheek, as she hends over the hot stove, is as 
sacred in God’s sight as the flush of the cheek 
of one who, on a hot day, preaches the gospel. 
We may serve God with plates, and cultry, 
and broom, as certainly as we can serve him 
with psalm-book and liturgy. Margaret, 
queen of Norway, and Sweden, and Denmark. 
had®a royal cup of ten lips, on which was re- 
corded the names of the guests who had 
drank from his cup. And every Christian 
woman has a royal cup, on which are written 
all the names of those who have ever been en- 
tertained by her in|Christiangstyle—names not 
cut by human ingenuity, but written by the 
hand of a divine Jesus. But, my friefids, you 
are not to toil unnecessarily. Though the fare 
be plain, cheerful presidency of the table, and 
cleanliness of appointments will be good 
enough for anybody that ever comes to your 
house. John oward was invited to 
the house of a nobleman.@™He said: “I 
will come on one condition, and that is 
that you have nothing but potatoes on the 
table.’’ The requisition was complied with. 
Cyrus, king of Persia, under the same circum- 
stances, prescribed that there must be nothing 
but bread. Of course, these were extremes, 
but they are illustrations of the fact that more 
depends upon the banqueters than upon the 
banquet. I want to lift this idea of Christian 
entertainment out of a — bondage into a 
lorious inducement. Every effort you put 
orth, and every dollar you give to the enter- 
tainmentof a friend or foe, you give directly to 
Christ. Sup it were announced that the 
Lord Jesus Christ would come to this place this 
week, what woman in this house would not 
be glad to wash for Him, or spread for Him a 
et or bake bread for Him? There was one 
of old who washed for Him, drawing the water 
fromm the well of her own tears. He is coming. 
He will be here tomorrow. “Inasmuch as ye 
have done it to one of the least of these, My 
brethren, ye have done it to Me.” In picture 
alleries we have often seen representations of 
Walter Scott and his friends, or Washington 
Irving with his associates; but all those en- 
ravings will fade out, while through ever- 
asting , hanging luminous and conspicu- 
ous, will be the picture of you and your Clrist- 
ian guests. 

You see we have passed out from the trials 
into the rewards of Christian hospitality; 
grand, glorious, and eternal. The first reward 
of Christian hospitality is the Divine benedic- 
tion. Whenany one attends to this duty, 
God's blessing comes upon him, upon his com- 

nion, upon his children, upon his dining- 

all, upon his parlor, upon his nursery. The 
blessing comes in at the front door, and the 
back door, and down through the skylights. 
God draws a long mark of credit for services 
received. Christ said to His disciples: “Ie 
that receiveth you, receiveth Me; and he 
that giveth a cup of cold water in the 
name of a disciple shall in no wise loose his 
reward.”’ As we have had so many things re- 
corded against us in heaven, it will bea satis- 
faction to have written on unfailing archives 
the fact, that in the month of M or June, 
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thanks for your C rosity 

years before, and how they utes heard 

off of your trouble. And the letter will be 
80 ull of kindly reminiscences 
and Christian condolence, it will be a plaster 
large enough to cover up all the deep 

of yoursoul. When we take people into our 
houses as Christian guests, we take them inte 
our sympathies forever. In Dort, Holland, a 
soldier with a sword at his side stop ata 
house desiring lodging and shelter. he wo- 
man of the house at first refused admittance, 
saying that the men of the house were not at 
home; but when he showed his credentials 
that he had been honorably discharged from 
the army, he was admitted, and tarried during 
the night. In the night-time there wasa 
knocking at the front door, and two 

broke in to despoil that household. No sooner 
had they come over the door sill than the 
armed es who had primed his piece and 
charged it with slugs, met them, and 
telling the woman to stand back,I am happy 
to say, dropped the two assaulting deuqeanddan 
dead at his feet. Well, now there are no ban- 
dits prowling around to destroy our houses; 
but how often it is that we find those that have 
been our guests me our defenders. We 
gave them shelter first, and then afterwards im 
the great conflicts of life they fought for our 
reputation ; they fought for our property; 
fought for our soul. 

Another reward that comes from Christian 
hospitality is in the assurance that we shall 
have hopitality shown to us and to ours. In 
the upturnings of this life, who knows in what 
city or what land we may be throwns, and how 
much we may need an open door? There 
may come no such crisis to us, but our chil- 
dren may be thrown intw some such strait, 
He who is ina Christian manner hospitable, 
has a free pass through all Christendom. I¢ 
may be that you will have been dead fifty 
years before any such stress shall come upom 
one of your descendants; flut do you not sup- 
pose that God epn remember fifty vues and 
the knuckle of the grandchild will be heard 
against the door of some stranger, and that 
door will open; and it will be talked over 
nearer s and it will may: : FE oe man’s 

ather, fifty years ago, have shelter to 
er, and now astranger’s door is opel "s 
grandson.’’ 

Among the Greeks, after entertaining and 
being entertained, they take a piece of | 
and cut it in two, and the host takes one half 
of the piece of lead and the guest takes the 
other half as they part.

Dr. Kelly's Lecture on the Great 
Confederate General. 


THE WIZZARD OF THE SADDLE. 


Stirring Memories of War Times in Ten- 
newee—-Memphians Who Fought 
at the Front. 


— 
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From the Memphis Avalanche. 

Dr. Kelley, of Nashville, delivered a lecture 
at Monteagie, Tenn., last week which will 
miake him beloved by every follower of that 
superb soldier, General N. B. Forrest, in whose 
memory a wronument, itis to be hoped, will 
soon be erected at Memphis. Dr. Kelley was 
a colonel in the confederate forees, and accord- 
ing to the Nashville American, he met Forrest 
in Memphis m 1861. He was then pre- 
sented to Forrest, who was a man 
to 3. attract”=—s attention anywhere. He 
stood. six feet high, had a large, mas- 
sive head, projecting forehead, calm, gentle, 
dignitied manner. On horseback his presence 
was grand. He knew a good horse and could 
ride one appreciatively. The day before the 
battle of Shiloh, Forrest was made a colonel, 


Dr. Kelley, second in meagn wheat 
colonel. In ‘68 and '64 they we metimes 
separated. In passing, Dr. Kelley said he did 
pet believe Tennessee or the south appreciated 
the fine capacity of Forrest. 

Lee once said in reply tothe question, ‘‘Who 
has displayed the greatest aptitude for tac- 

ios” =“ A man I never saw, in west Tennes- 
see, General Forrest.” 

Johnson said that Forrest was better suited 
to certain difficult places than any man in 
America. 

The Comte de Paris said once Forrest was 
a brigand; bis men wereruffians. For such an 
imputation Dr. Kelley said he felt no effort 
shonld be lost to vindicate him. The opening 
in Kentucky of the campaign in Sacramento 
was made, Forrest leading, Colonel Kelley in 
the eenter, Colonel Stearnes in the rear. There 
was news that General Crittendon (federal) 
was near. Forrest’s first command of “charge! 
charge'!”’ was given a mile below Sacramento. 
Lieutenant Colonel Kelley could not charge 
through the men of his own command, so, ob- 
taining permission of his colonel, he made a 
flank movementto the right and advanced 
quickly. They overtook the blue coats at Sac- 
ramento. The people were out yelling, “‘Run, 
blue coats; catch them, black coats!’’ Dis- 
order, of course, ensued and the chase was pur- 
sued. 

A little incident was recounted of Forrest: 
Calling upon a wounded prisoner at his home, 
he asked bor the Wounded: man, then said to 
his wife: ‘“‘Madame, I tarnthis prisoner over 
to you.”’ The woman's rapture shone through 
tears.and she threw her arms around his knees. 
Forrest was touched. The drops fell upon his 
hands as he took his charger’s reins from the 
aid’s hand and rode away. : 
The next point of battle touched was Fort 
Donelson. The fight was within shotgun 
range. <A terrific fight ensued, and a complete 
victory for the confederates. After this For- 
rest urged an advance, but General Pillow, the 
tried veteran. hearing that the federals had re- 
occupied the camp, refused to stir, and the ad- 
Floyd and Buckner sus- 
tained Pillow in the resolve. Forrest knew 
the men would work to a place of safety— 
Nashville. When they did reach it Johnston 
bad gone.

At white 
a of le he sent a man forward to 
demand surrender, with a flag of truce 
Officers come to Straight to ask what they will 
“do with fresh troops, ete.; Straight’s men ask- 
ing relief, etc., perplexed and deceived in the 
encné#’s numbers—in spite of his endurance, 
he surrendered. Imagine his chagrin to find 
he had given up to one-third of his own num- 
ber. Forrest made excuses for absent men, 
supposed to be, but frankly acknowledged he 
had not enough mento. guard the prisoners. 
Dr. Kelley went back to Fort Donelson to 
illustrate another characteristic of the man 
and his superstitious mind. His men had but 
one effective gun to defend against the gun- 
boats. The men sat on their horses listening 
and praying. 

Forrest’s ethical side of character was not 
developed. His superstitious belief in God’s 
power, his mother’s and wife’s prayers sus- 
tained him. He rode by Colonel Kelley with 
the words: ‘“‘Are you praying? So am I.” 
After Chickamauga Forrest was so aggravated 
by the failure to pursue the advantage that he 
told Bragg ‘‘it was an outrage.’’ Shortly after 
this General Forrest was placed under General 
Wheeler of Alabama. Forrest always be- 
lieved that had the victory of Fort Donelson 
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useless the effort would be to fight agaitist 


such odds. Forrest so arranged the men that 
the same men passed the reviewers three or 
four times, The humane federal surrendered 
a position that was as safe as his mother’s lap, 
believing himself outnumbered. Forrest de- 
stroyed the fort, burned the bridge 
and after the arms of the men ha 
been collected let the enemy know he 
had hardly men to guard the 1,300 
prisoners, Then Forrest took the ex- 
pedition in hand to destroy the. bridges and 
railroads, and he did it effectually. He heard 
the federals were gathering about Nashville 
and heid a couneilof war. Adi the command- 
ants were called upon for an opinion. When 
they had spoken he took the map, laid down 
on his face on the floor, and said, “I thought 
as how we mought do this,” and with his 
finger pointed out each man his route, Gen- 
eral Buford with the artillery and wagons he 
sent to Huntsville. He himself strack for 
Nashville. What he designed was executed. 
The federals concentrated to watch Forrest 
and the others accomplished their move. Dr. 
Kelley said he believed that had Johnston and 
Forrest been permitted to have their lead, Sher- 
man's last line of connection would have been 
broken. 

Hood's expedition into Tennessee was a 
magnificent conception, if it could have been 
carried out. 

Two poi nts the lecturer éndeavored to make 
cl fie effect of Forrest’s strength upon 
military men; the impression he made upon 
the world of the power and proper use of cav- 
alry in modern warfare. A courier captured 
crossing his line had this dispatch: ‘*Look out, 
front, flank and rear; Forrest undoubtedly 
across the river.’’ Persistent fertility of re- 
source was the ground of his success. In 
the battle of Nashville Forrest 
had a conspicuous part. He was 
at Murfreesburo. The fight was at General 
Harding’s to the Cumberland river. The fight 
began at the Spence house at nine o'clock. At 
five o’clock they had made their way to the 
Davidson honse. Here, (if the report be true 
of numbers in the last article in the Century) 
1,500 men were heldat bay for eight hours. 
Every individual private of Forrest's command 
was trained to an unbounded tobeliefin power 
succeed. 

The last day the fight was on the Granny 
White pike. It was a stubborn fight. Forrest’s 
men were still confronted by overwhelming 
numbers. Here their endurance came from 
Forrest’s influence. 

Dr. Kelley had been asked whether Forrest 
could have commanded a large force. 

In answer he could testify that the practical 
suggestions of the natural warrior was the 
safeguard of the confederate army under 
Hood. ‘Forrest took Hood’s army out of 
Tennessee.”’ Hood himself said in Dr. Kel-

No. arms were furnished the brave 
organizer, save afew old fiiMmt-lock rifles, one- 
third of them useless. In two months he pre- 
sented his troops equipped with arms captured 
from the federa)s. 

The Seventh Tennessee regiment were able 
in this to give a good share.

Kelley were apart. They met at Jackson, 
Tenn., immediately atter the fight at Fort Pil- 
low. The reports of Forrest’s cruelties to

Forrest, had a private interview with him, in 
which Forrest deciared the story a falsehood, 
reminding his friend he should have known 
him (Forrest) better. Dr. Kelley then gave 
up his determination to resign his Sictininigl wa, 
der him. It was at this point astubborn fight 
was had. Federal General Sturgis brought 
against Forrest a yofmen, some of 
bearing {badges, “Remember Fort Pillow.” 
General Roddy was a mile below Forrest 
when the two ofrces met. In- 
stant fighting was Forrest’s plan. In this he 
differed from other generals. Forrest began 
an attack. Others began disposition for an at- 
tack, In this fight at noon nota man was in 
the rear except the horse holders, one man to 
four horses. Two hours later one man held 
twelve’ horses. On foot that body of men, 
made up of renegades and suspects largely, 
fought eight hours, The day was theirs at 
2:30. Sturgis had hurled agamst the confed- 
erate line an unbroken new brigade, (the 
fourth one that day,) fresh from camp.

Cartersville. 


THOUSANDS THRONGING THE TENT: 


The Leading Incidents of the Day Chronicled 
~The Words from the Pulpit--The 
Prospect for the Coming Week. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., September 11.~—[Spec- 
ial.}—Cartersville is in the meshes of a great 
religious wave to-day. The railroads brought 
in packed cars, while the people of the sur- 
rounding counties commenced pouring into 
the tabernacle grounds as early as 40’clock 
this morning to strike camp and be 
ready for the early morning ~service. 
The le of the county and 
neighboring section are comin pr to 
remain through the meeting, an the rear 
of the tabernacle an dmmense number of tents 
are stretched, reminding one of the tented 


| fields of war time. The utmost good feeling 


prevails, and the manner in which the vast 
crowds are taken care of far surpasses any for- 
mer meeting. A storage room has been pre- 
pared, where all can receive checks for bag- 
gage, parcels, etc. Light tables have been 
made to spread the provisions of the campers 
upon, and the arrangements for the caring of 
stock are better in every way. ; 

This morning the biggest and most sincere 
crowd that ever gathered here to hear Sam 
Jones assembled at the tabernacle and 
its fullest seating capacity was called 
upon Papa nce the request went out for those 
already having seats to “‘move closer. and 
make ‘‘more room.” By the time the distin- 
guished evangelist arose an audience of 6,000 
met his eyes. The seats were packed, and 
crowds hung on the outside of the building, 
catching every word that fell from the lips of 
the preacher. ; 

At 10:30, Mr. Excell, with his well trained 
choir of three hundred choristers sang a. beau- 
tiful song, after which Mr. Jones arose and 
said: : 

‘‘Now all of us, even though there be six or 
seven thousand standing around and sitting 
under this tabernacle, may hear every word, if 
you wiil all be perfectly quiet, and 1 have se- 
lected a text not only broad enough for those 
that hear me, but broad enough to cover this 
world from pole to pole, from shore to shore. | 

“God so loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
upon him might not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.”’ 

Among the good things said by the great 
man, your correspondent will give a few of 
them : 

‘“T thank God for the grace and for the 
gospel that saved my mother. I thank God 
for the gospel and the grace vouchsafed to me 
and my wife and our little children, but above 
all tif€negs I thank God for the grace that 
bringeth salvation to all mankind,’’ 

“This gospel is as broad as the mind of God. 
It isas high as the conception of God. It is 
as deep asthe heart of God. It embraces a 
wicked and guilty world and calls them back 
to peace and hope and heaven.”’ 

“God wants every man of us and every wo- 
man of us to come up and put our arms 
around His neck and say, “Abba, father, my 
Lord and my God.” 

“T have sometimes sat down and wonde:.ed 
where is God’s great storehouse of music from 
which he supplies all the spheres from 
which every warbling bird can get its notes, 
from which every -human throat can get its 
harmonies, from which every instrument, with 
its chords of music, dan draw its supplies. Oh, 
where is His storehouse? I know not, I know 
not. I sit down and Nonder where is God’s 
great storehouse of colors, from which every 
rose gets its tints, fron} which every flower 
gets its hues. Oh, where is God’s great store- 
house of colors? I kyiow not, I know not. 
Then I have sat down and thought. Oh, 
where is the great storehouse of God’s love. I 
know where that is. It isthe great sympa- 
thetic heart of God. Thereis the storehouse 
from which We all receive, and all enjoy this 
blessed love that comes to redeem and to save 
the world. God could not tell us how much 
He loved us.”’ 

A MOTHER’S LOVE. 

“Look at that mother; she follows that way- 
ward boy on and on his downward steps, when 
everybody else has lost patience, when every- 
body else has ceased to love. Then again, I 
find that mother pouring her heart of love over 
that boy. You have seenit. Ihave seen it. 
That mother will follow her boy right up to the 
grave and throw her arms around his dying 
body and kiss and caress himin his last mo- 
ments, and he dying a drunkard’s death, and 
about to go to a drunkard’s grave. And then 


the mother will follow that boy to the 
grave, and bury him, and shed _ the 
tears of grief and love, and 


then that mother will walk out to that grave 
once or twice a week, and plant flowers over 
the grave of her boy as a token that her love 
still Jblossoms and bloomsin its faith and in 
its power. Then, I say, what is it that makes 
that mother cling to that boy that way? I'll 
tell you. It’s just a little of the nature of God 
poured into that woman’s heart.” 

‘‘Well, now, if that mother, with justa little 
of the nature ef God, will cling to her boy that 
way, oh, how much more does the great heart 
of God cling to His children, that shall live 
forever in Heaven with him, or be with the 
damned cast.out.” 

The preachér dwelt at length on the text, 
and strictiy-adhered to it throughout, occas- 
sionally bringing smiles to his audience, while 
all the time he had its heart deeply impressed 
with the burning words of eloquence. To- 
day’s sermon is binkis satisfactory. It was 
deep, well delivered and carried conviction to 
many hearts.

AN OVERSEER'S DEED. 
James Chancellor Murders Lewis 
Woodard. 


THE SCENE IN THE COTTON PATCH, 


Chancellor's Attack on Woodard Resisted 
by a Fence Rail—The Aggressor Re- 
tires, but Returns with a Shotgun, 


Fort Vatiey, Ga., September 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Conflicting reports have heretofore 
been published concerning the homicide of a 
negro, named Lewis Woodard, by James 
Chancellor, on 8. H. Bassett’s place, in the 
— part of Crawford, near the Houston 

ne. 

The facts are about these, as derived from 
reliable reports: Woodard was.a regular hand 
for wages; his wife was hired by the piece 
when her work was needed. The custom with 
farmers usually, and with Mr. Bassett, is, in 
picking cotton or peas, to have these classes of 
hands to work apart, to avoid the temptation 
to the wage hand to help their wives or friends 
who are paid by the 100 pounds. 

Woodard’s wife and himself were working 
together, picking cotton, when Chancellor, the 
overseer, told him that his wife must pick in 
another place. To this Woodard offered some 
objection, that it was a snakey place, ete. At 
any rate, angry words passed, when Chancel- 
lorand his brother drew their knives and 
Started towards Woodard, who gathered a 
fence rail. 

Chancellor then went off and after a while 
returned with a shot gun, and walking up to 
Woodard, who was at work, said: 

*‘Now, come on with your fence rail.’’ 

Woodard straightened up and was shot to 
death instantly. 

The negro may have been insolent and re- 
bellious against proper plantation regulations, 
but this does not palliate killing, and the 
country must not excuse rash white men in 
laying too much stress on race matters. The 
coroner’s verdict was wilful murder, and if the 
man is captured he will likely pay the penalty. 
He made his escape and has not yet been ar- 
rested. The Mirror, in speaking for the people 
here, says: 

‘Murder is becoming too common and an 
example should be made of the guilty parties.”

TWENTY ACRES ENOUGH, 


The Experiences of a Southwest Georgia 
Farmer. 
From the Americus, Ga., Recorder. 
On the edge of the city lives a gentleman 
who has a little farm of twenty acres. He is 


an ardent agriculturist and has had much prac- | 


tical experience in farming, His business in 
the city takes up so large a portion of his time 
that he hasonly alittie time, morning and 
evening, to devote to his little farm, but that 
little time is his delight. In conversing with 
him a few days ago, about the proposed county 
exhibit at the Atlanta exposition and State 
fair, we remarked that Sumter certainly ought 
to make a grand display with so great a 
variety of products. 

“That is so,’ said he. “I believe I could 
furnish twenty verieties of products off my 
little place alone.”’ 

‘Well, suppose you enumerate what you 
have grown and are growing, and we will 
make a list of them and see how they fcot up.”’ 

“Allright. We will take field crops first. I 
have got two varietiesof cotton, white corn, 
golden dent corn,sweet corn,pop corn and Kaftir 
corn. I had corn meal from new corn on the 
4th of July, and on the same day planted corn 
which will mature before frost. Speckled peas, 
clay peas, sweet potatoes,Irish potatoes, spring 
oats, fall oats, barley, rye, wheat, green sugar 
cane, early amber sorghum jcane, kershaw 
squashes, Spanish ground peas, German mil- 
let, pearl millet, sessamum or benne, crabgra:s 
hay, crowfoot grass, bermuda grass, red clover. 
Then in fruits I have peaches from the first cf 
May to théfirst of November, apples, pears, 
quinces, me bare grapes—twenty varieties, rip- 
ening from dune to frost—figs, blackberries, 
strawberries, pomegranates. in vegetables I 
have an almost endless variety—all that can 
be grown in the temperate and semi-tropical 
zones.”’ 

Here we have twenty-seven varieties of field 
crops, eleven kinds of fruits, and vegetables 
almost without number, on twenty acres of 
ground. What a variety, then, can the whole 
county exhibit! There is probably not a sec- 
tion on the globe that can show so great a va- 
riety of products as southwest Georgia, and 
Sumter is one of the wealthiest and most pro- 
ductive counties in the section. All we have 
to do is to collect our products, arrange them 
systematically, and we can make ashow that 
will command the admiration of the world. 

SPANISH GROUNDPEAS. 

“Do you want to see the salvation of the 
south ?”’ asked an amateur farmer of us yes- 
terday morning, as he marched into our sanc- 
tum with a couple of bundles of dark green 
foliage. 

We confessed our desire to sce such and he 
laid upon our table the bundles of foliage,with 
the remark—‘‘There it is, Spanish ground- 
peas,” 

He then informed us that it was the cheap- 
est and best feed for stock that could be 
raised, combining both forage and corn. The 
stalks grow from two to three feet in height, 
are heavily leaved and succulent. On the 
roots are grown the peas, which are larger 
than the ordinary ground-pea and are more 
rolific. The stalks grow up straight and 
anching, instead of trailing upon the ground, 
as do those of the ordinary ground-pea. When 
the peas are matured, the stalks are pulled up, 
the peas clinging to the roots, and are thrown 
into small piles, where they soon cure in the 
sun, making a most excellent fodder, while 
the peas have all the fattening qualities of 
corn. Asa food for a cattle it cannot be ex- 
celled, and is especially fine for milk cattle. 
These peas can be grown upon the poorest 
ground, and indeed seem to do as well as when 
richly fertilized. Where they are grown in 
large quantities the practice is to mow off the 
vines, cure them into hay, and then turn the 
hogs into the field to fatten upon the peas. If 
desired the peas can be easily stripped off the 
vines after they are cured and can be readily 
sold in the market at one dollar per bushel. 

Our enthusiastic friend made the following 
comparison between raising corn and Spanish 
peas upon poor ground: ‘On ground that will 
raise fn bushels of corn to the acre forty 
bushels of peas and two tons of forage can be 
raised. Estimating the corn at 75 cents per 
bushel, we have $7.50, while the fodder is 
probably worth $2.50, making a total of $10. 
Estimating the peas at 50 cents per bushel, we 
have $20, and the — at 50 cents per bun- 
dred, we have $20, making a total of $40. And 
in this I have really estimated the peas at only 
half their market value. I tell youitisa big 
thing, and one which our farafers will do w 
to investigate.”

A young man with a bright fally discolored 
face and neck and trembling limbs stagecred 
Into the lobby of the Pacific house yeste rday 
Charles A. Collins was his name and he hailed 
from Sioux City, Ia. He had been bitten in 
several places by a rabid dog afew days before. 
He was in search of a madstone and wanted 


to see Major Dickson, the possessor of “ithe 
mascot.” 


rived. The moment Major Dickson saw him 
he was hurried off in a carriage to @ room at 
Seventh and Main streets, His eyes had be. 
come streaked with red and the saliva dropped 
from his mouth. The young man was fright. 
ened and told his fearless companion who sat 
opposite him that a thousand horrors were 
preying.on his mind. When the two arrived 
| at the place Collins could hardly ‘be induced 

to go up stairs to the room that was in readi- 
ness forhim, He became frantic, stamped 
about at the foot of the stairs and the people 
who gathered about believed him ixsane. 

After Collins had been hustled off'to the 
room by Major Dickson and an assistant, the 
madstone doctor discovered that he had left 
his madstone at the hotel. Leaving Collins 
in the room with a boy watching him, Major 
Dickson returned for the stone. 

In the meantime Collins began pacing back. 
ward and forward in the room. Then he bea 
gan describing a circle, moving rapidly as he 
staggered along and swaying from side to side, 

‘“O, Tam going mad,” he shrieked, “I amy 
going mad.’’ 

The frightened boy edged his chair nearer 
the door. Then he opened it an inch or two. 
He did this all very slowly and carefully. for 
| fear that the man with red streaked eyes, who 
so madly paeed the floor, might hear him, 

There were others in the hall outside by this 
time, attracted by the cries of the frenzied 
man. Notone of them would have ventured 
inside the door between them and the hall for 
a considerable reward. Collins suddenly turned 
towards the boy. He fixed his eyes steadily 
upon him, and stopped his swinging strides for 
afew moments. The object of his frightfal 
Stare was almost frozen to his seat with hor- 
ror; and the half dozen persons outside shouted 
to him to escape. Then the man fairly roared: 

“Boy, get outside ; I feel that I am becoming 
dangerous.”’ : 

The boy obeyed with a relieved mind. and 
the door slammed loudly behind him. Then 
there was a grating sound in the loek and pres 
ently the key came flying through the open 
transom into the hall. 

“TI can’t get out now to injure any one,” 
shouted the man from within, “‘and no one can 
get in to me.’”’ 

For awhile the footsteps could be heard in- 
side the room and then became silent. A 
blotched face, a pair of blood red eyes and a 
foam flecked mouth appeared above the door. 
It was there only for a moment and the tran- 
som fell. The man began cryingaloud again. 

Major Dickson and an officer appeared at the 
door a short time later.

It became evident then that the fear of hy< 
| drophobia had so overcome Collins that he had 
| resigned himself to the fate which he felt sure 

awaited him. Some of the men, ineluding 
Major Dickson, said that the theught of rabies 
had been preying so constantly on the man’s 
mind than the nervous system had been affect- 
ed. The mind had become infiuenced by what 
it imagined the horrors of hydrophobia to be 
and this condition was conducive of disease. 

The policeman offered to break in the door, 
but Major Dickson said: 

‘Hold up; 1 will foree my way through the 
transom. I can quietthe man.’’ 

This the major did, after considerable 
squeezing. Collins implored him not to come 
in. When Major Dickson dropped to the floor 
of the room he walked right up,to the man, 
who had already surrendered himself as a 
willing victim to hydrophobia. 

The man quited down with remarkable 
quickness. The madstone was applied, and 
the man evidently began to think there were 
hopes for him ,* for he went to bed and 
rested quietly until evening Then the stone, 
wheich had adhered all day, dropped off. 
The discoloration had left his face, and the 
patient returned to his home last night. 

“The imagination is a fearful thing,’’ said 
Major Dickson. ‘‘Thisis the most remarkable 
case I have ever heard or read of. The man’s 
relatives had actually written tome that the 
dog which bit him was not mad. Hewas 
afflicted with erysipelas, and the dog bites 
induced blood poisoning. This led him te be- 
lieve the dog was mad, and the thought preyed 
upon his mind more fearfully than the doom 
of the condemned awaiting tomorrow’s execu- 
tion. I believe that the madstoné cured the 
blood poison, and prevented him from lapsing 
into insanity, ag he thought of the horrors of 
rabies and believed that fearful disease was 
upon him. His faith in the madstone and its 
efficacy producing this effect. 

“T must admit there is a great deal in the 
imagination, and I think this case is remark- 
able enough to command the attention and 
study of the medical fraternity.”

Itis 
wonderful how we get our minds on superna- 


tural things. <A train runs off the track and 
the lives of our friends are lost. We say, 
What strange previdence. God is not 
in the collision more than the 
morning sunshine, One of God’s 


laws has been broken by man and we say 
what providence. We forget that God is in 
everything and that his laws must be obeyed. 
If vou get sick and die while in the prime of 
life it is because you hate broken one of God’s 
laws. The disciple said there are but tive 
loaves and three fishes, let these "> go in- 
to the city and buy for themselves. What are 
these for this vast multitude, but the Saviour 
took the loaves and fishes and distribated 
them and fed them all. Why did he not feed 
this multitude without the few loaves: and 
fishes, do we not learn that God accepts our 
work as faras it goes. The objection given 
by the disciples is the same given to-day. We 
say if we had only afew pocr people in our 
church we would feed them well, 
but with so great a multitude 
they must make some other arrangement. 
Human nature never changes. If the snow 
falls in winter, we rush together, make yp 
large sums and send food to every hungry man, 
woman and child in the city. Is it not true 
that our charity isspontaneous and spasmodic? 
We have no fixed rule by which we make this 
a part of our business and set aside a certain 
amount each month. As God prospers us, so 
give we to feed his poor. Jesusis as willing 
today as then, and if five loaves is all we can 
give, the poor will be fed. When the poor in- 
crease your obligations to God increase. The 
grandest compliment to Trinity is the great 
multitude she is feeding. The Savior did not 
wait to have them ask for bread. He looked 
and saw that they. were hungry, Let 
us go into the homes and relieve the distress. 

After the sermon a large numberof the 
members promised to pay into a general fund 
$1 each per month to-be used by the Ladies’ 
Aid:seciety to relieve the’ wants of the poor of 
the church.

The Jews of Atlanta donot constitute a 
large part of the city’s population, but they 
form an important element. They are saga- 
cious in business and devout in the observance 
of their religious customs. 

September is the most interesting month in 
the year tothe pious followers of Abraham. 
This month contains many important “days of 
remembrance.”’ 

This month isthe harbinger of the festive 
season for the. Israelites all over the, globe. 
On Sanday, the 18th of September, at ‘stinset, 
the I raelite s commence to reckon their ecc le- : 
siastical year as: 5648 after the creation of the 
world. New Year's day, or Rosh Hashannah 
will be‘ce elebrated from Sunday, the 15th; uh- 
til the following Tuesday night. This holiday 
is also called the day of remembrance, and the 
blowing of the ram’s horn is the most signifi- 

cant ceremony of the day. Modern congre- 
gations, as they rare called, reformed con- 
gre; gations, eclebrate only one day, while the 
more strict Israelites will keep two days. 
Wednesday, September 21, is the fast of Ged- 
alyah. Saturday, the 26th, is the sixth day of 
penitence, and is especially a day for reviving 
religious sentiment: On Tuesday, the 27th, 
begins the great day of atonement, 
(Yom Kippur,) the most august day in the 
Jewish calender, and then will gather every 
Jewish man, woman and child into the house 
of worship. For it is the-day upon which the 
israelite feeis himself nearer to his God. It 
is a fast day, and lasts from sunset until sun- 
set. At sunset on October 3 begins the Feast 
of Booths, which lasts for eight days, and with 
palm branches, citron, the myrtle and the wil- 
low representing strength, meekness, purity 
and charity, the Israelites rendered: thanks to 
their Creator for all the bounties which a kind 
Providence has showered upon them and on 
the earth: October 11 is the festival of rejoic- 
ing in the la ww. On that day the most conserv- 
ative and orthodox congregations finish the 
reading of the weekly lessons of the Penta- 
teuch. On October 19 and 20 few, if any, Is- 
raelites attend to their secular affairs, and 
most, if not all Jewish merchants’ stores are 
closed.

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SHOT HIS HEAD OFF. 


Dr. L. E. Borcheim Suicides tin 
His Room at the Kimball. 


A LARGE ARMY PISTOL DOES THE WORK 


One of Atlanta's Most Successful Physi. 
cians Tires of Life and Puts an 
End to It 


Dr. L. E. Borcheim, well known throughout 
the state as one of Atlanta’s most promising 
and successful young physicians, shot the top 
of his head off yesterday morning in his room 
at the Kimball house. 

The suicide is one of the saddest ever known 
in the city. 

The room in which Dr. Borcheim killed him- 
self was 421, located on the fourth floor of the 
building, and on the northern side. It was 
near the end ofa hallway running east and 
west, and justin the midst of a number of 
rooms occupied by boarders. This room was 
furnished as other rooms in the hotel, and in 
addition to the hotel furniture, the room-con- 
tained a wardrobe and trunk belonging to the 
physician. The bed upon which the doctor 
was found was in the southwest corner of the 
room and almost against the door. Just across 
the hallway from Dr. Borcheim’s room was 
one occupied Saturday night by Conductor 
Barney Cubbage, of the Central railroad. On 
yesterday morning the conductor arose about 
six o’clock, and as he was dressing, heard loud 
groans. The 

GROANS INDICATED GREAT PAIN, 

and without any trouble the conductor 
located the noise in 421, The 
room door was closed, and without 
stopping at the door to make any inquiries 
Conductor Cubbage proceeded to the elevator 
and reaching the office walked up to the 
counter. Major Frank Miller was on duty 
and to him the conductor said: 

“Some one in 421is mighty sick. I have 
heard him groaning ever since I awoke and I 
expect yok Sed better send some one up to 
him.” 

Major Miller knew that the room indicated 
was occupied by Dr. Borcheim, and ringing 
for a bell boy he directed him to go to the 
room and see if the doctor wanted any- 
thing. The boy quickly reached the 
door and knocking, wasadmitted. Thedoctor 
was lying _— his bed in his night clothing, 
and was still groaning. He appeared to be 
suffering intensely and paid no attention to 
the boy until he asked: 

“Do you want anything, doctor?” 

‘“‘No, I don’t want a thing,’’ said the doctor; 
‘vou can’t dome any good, sodon’t bother 
me. Goon out, please, and close the door.”’ 

THEY WERE HIS LAST WORDS. 

These were the last words Dr. Borcheim 
ever uttered as far as can be ascertained. The 
boy stepped out of the room, and closing the 
door, went down stairs. At the office he re- 
ported to Major Miller, and was dismissed, as 
also _ Dr. Borcheim from Major Miller’s 
mind. 

About 11 o’clock one of the chambermaids 
on the fourth floor of the building reached 
Dr. Borcheim’s room. The ey was 
hanging in the lock on the outside, and the 
door was closed. The chambermaid changed 
her dusting pan from one hand to the other 
and with the empty hand caught the knob, 
and turning web pens the door. The door had 
not been locked and gave to the pressure. The 
woman stepped inside, but when she had 
wholly entered the room threw up both hands, 
att a horrible scream and fell back into the 
1all fainting. Representative McCord and 
another gentleman were at that moment pass- 
ing through the hall, and hearing the scream, 
turned in time to see the chambermaid fall. 
Both gentlemen, without knowing the cause 
of the woman’s conduct, hurried to her. The 
door had been thrown open 

BY THE CHAMBERMAID AS SHE FELL, 
and as the gentlemen reached the door, they 
simultaneously detected the cause of the 
woman’s action. Lying upon the bed 
they saw a man surrounded by a pool of blood, 
His face was covered with it while his night 
apparel and the bed were dyed red. The 


sight was a most horrible and sickening one, | 


and without stopping to inquire into it, one of 
the gentlemen went rapidly to the office, and 
calling Mr. Ed. Calloway to one side, saia: 

“Some one has killed himself or been killed 
up in 421.”’ 

Mr. Calloway cautioned the gentleman 
to say nothing about the matter and walked 
from behind the counter entered the elevator. 
In a few seconds he was at the room and about 
the door found a half dozen servants and as 
many boarders who had learned of the terrible 
discovery. Making his way through the 
crowd Mr. Calloway stood in the door and 


looked upon the saddest and most dreadful | 


picture of his life. A glance only was neces- 
sary to satisfy him that Dr. Borcheim, for Mr. 
Calloway knew that it was that gentleman— 
had met a violent death. . The idea of 
SUICIDE, HOWEVER, DID NOT OCCUR 
to Mr. Calloway at that minute and drawing 
the door. too he locked it. He 
then left the hallway and when 
upon reaching the street secured a cab and 
drove quickly to Mr. Joe Hirsch’s residence 
on Forsyth street. Mr. Hirschand Dr. Bor- 
cheim had always been fast friends and Mr. 
Calloway knew it. The story which Mr. Cal- 
loway told Mr. Hirsch was a severe shock, and 
as he entered the cab to return to the hotel he 
was convinced too that his friend had been 
dealt with foully. The news of the tragedy 
had spread rapidly and when Mr. Hirsch reach- 
ed the hotel a largecrowd had gathered about 
the door. With Mr. Calloway the gentleman 
entered the room and upon gazing upon the 
dead man gave way to his grief. In addition 
to the blood-covered face and the blood- 
stained clothing the twogentlemen saw a large, 
long, heavy navy five chamber pistol. The 
presence of the pistol and the condition of 
everything in the room induced both gentle- 
men to abandon the idea of foul play and to 
substitute suicide. 
THE MATTER INVESTIGATED. 

The crowd in the hallway and about the 
door had grown during the short investigation 
by Mr. Hirsch and Mr. Calloway, and realizing 
that nothing could be done in the presence of 
so many people the gentlemen closed the door 
and sent a messenger for Coroner Haynes. 
They then continued their investigation. The 
pistol was picked up and examined. Every 


chamber was found empty, and the gentlemen | . 
| Morris Hirsch, Adolph Brandt, Jacob Elsas, 


were at a loss to know whether the dector 
had emptied the five barrels into himself, as 
they could not see the wounds for the blood. 
The weapon was recognized as the property of 
Dr. Borcheim, making the suicidal theory 
more certain. The room was then carefully 
searched for a note or letter explaining the 
deed, but none could be found. The room was 
in a most herrible condition, and the 
gentlemen were almost unable to re- 
main in it. After carefully searching the room 
Mr. Calloway began trying t> ascertain what 
time the shot had been fire but for a time 
could not find any one who had heard the re- 
port. ago f however, two gentlemen, one 
of whom had occupied a room on the floor 
above and directly over the doetor’s and the 
other of whom was directly underneath, came 
forward and stated that they had heard a shot 
about a quarter to seven o’clock.. Almost at 


| the same time Sallie Bell and Mrs, Black, 
| chambermaids, announced that 


THKY HAD HEARD THE SHOT 
too. The two gentlemen and the chamber- 
maids all thought, however, that the report 
came from a torpedo on the street car track 
and quickly forgot it. 

The coroner arrived about noon and with 
him came Dr. Westmoreland, the county phy- 
Dor. Bak soon followed and thena 
more thorough investigation was made. The 
dead man was lying upon the bed near the 
front edge, with his right foot and arm hang- 
ing off.. His head was upon a pillow in a pool 
of blood. The face was covered with it so 
thick and thoroughly that recognition was al- 
most impossible. The doctor made an exami- 
nation and found that the ball had penetrated 
the forhead just overthe eyes and almost be- 
tween them and had passed out at the top.of the 
head. A search disclosed the ball hidden in the 


| ceiling above and showed a small place chip-

ped ont of the head of the bed by it as it went 
up. The nature of the wound, the mark on 
the bed and the ball ip the ceiling all induced

HIS LAP,, 

and, bending over, ht his forehead against 
the muzzle, The pistol carried a heavy load 
and the concussion was intense, s0 much so 
that it actually split the skull and scalp en- 
tirely open, leaving a horrible looking gap. 
The brains had about all oozed out, and spots 
of blood were allover the room, The wall 
near the bed was colored with blood and brains, 
and even the wall furtherest from the bed was 
marked, 

The coroner organized a jury and began the 
inquest. Only three witnesses were introduced, 
They were the bell-boy, who was sent up to 
the room by Major Miller, the chambermaid 
and Mr. Charles Beermann. None of the wit- 
nesses could thrown any light u the death, 
and a verdict of suicide was rendered. Imme- 
diately after the verdict had been made, the 
body was turned over to Swift, the undertaker, 
by whom it was removed to his place on d 
street, where it was pre for burial. The 
ugly wound on the forehead was made to 
almost disappear, and when the face had been 
given the final touch death did not appear 
present. 

NO ONE KNOWS WHY. 

Dr. Borcheim’s death will be a surprise to 
all who knew him, especially as it was brought 
about by his own hand, but toa very few of 
his most intimate friends the surprise will not 
be so great. He was a gentleman who had 
contracted an ‘unfortunate habit, and to those 
who knew of it the suicide will be less a sur- 
prise than to those who did not know of it. 

Dr. Borcheim came to Atlanta about five 
years ago. He was then an entire stranger in 
the city, but his gentlemanly, affable manners 
quickly made him scores of friends. He wasa 
thorough physician and a learned gentleman, 
and rapidly acquired a lucrative practice. In 
all his peak he was remarkably successful, and 
before he had been in the city a year his pro- 
fessional services were in demand. He 
was energetic and fond of his profession. 
and the hard, constant strain began to tell 
upon him. In less than two years-and-a-half 
he found himself surrounded 
warm personal friends, entrenched in a fine 
business, but almost a physical wreck. His 
friends could easily 

SEE THAT HE WAS KILLING HIMSELF, 
and began trying to induce him to take a rest 
but he positively refused to give up, always 
saying: 

‘I ae all right or will be in a day or two. I 
do not need any rest, and I can't take it. 
There are too many sick people in this world 
to whom I can be a benefit.”’ 

Always thinking of what he could do for 
others, and never thinking of himself, he went 
on until he actually gave out. His friends 
then took charge of him, and for some weeks 
he was carefully nursed and cared for by them 
in his room at the Kimball. During this time 
it was ascertained that he had contracted the 
morphine habit, and at times his mind ap- 
peared unbalanced. The proper attention be- 
gan to have an effect, and in a short time the 
doctor went north and placed himself in a hos- 
pital. He improved slowly and 
the hysicians about him began 
to despair. Then he began to grow worse and 
apparently died, and was being laid out for 
burial, when signs of life were detected. The 

hysician resened him from the undertaker, 

ut not until telegrams: announcing his death 
had flashed over the country. When the un- 
dertaker gave himuphe began to improve 
more rapidly, and was soon himself again, but 
none of his Atlanta friends knew that he was 
not dead. After his recovery Dr. Borcheim 
came back to Atlanta. His 

APPEARANCE WAS A SURPRISE 

tc every one, because it was generally believed 
that he was dead. He resumed his practice 
and soon was busy again. The mor- 
_— habit had been cured, and with a new 
ease upon life he went to work. His business 
grew rapidly again, and not regarding his for- 


‘mer experience, he gave himself up to it soul 


and body. A few months ago he began to 
grow restless again, and in his trouble con- 
tracted a habit of using cocaine. It gave him 
relief, and soon became as fixed upon him as 
the morphine had been. He went on with his 
work, however, keeping his secret well to him- 
self. A week or twofago he became quitejdes- 

ondent, and for somé days past has been very 
uritable. His appetite was not good,*and his 
sleep poor, but his work was always done with 
arelish. The feeling of despondency grew, 
and by the middle of the week he was almost 
reckless. On Friday he called to see a patient 
who was suffering intensely, and while he was 
fixing some medicine, remarked: 

“‘T know you are suffering.’’ 

“Yes, Lam,” answered the patient, “and I 
almost wish I were dead.”’ 

“I can’t say that that isa bad wish,”’ answer- 
ed the doctor sadly, ‘‘and I have wished ita 
dozen times today. I feel bad myself, and be- 
lieve I had rather be dead than alive. Maybe 
I will be before I’m a month older.”’ 

THE LAST DAY OF HIS LIFE. 

He was thoroughly blue then and promis- 
ing to call Monday, left. On Saturday he did 
not do a great deal of work, and that night 
went to his hotel early. Late in the night he 
was called out tosee a patient and remained 
away an hour or two. ‘Yoone remembers to 
shave seen him when he returned. It is pre- 
sumed that he suffered a great deal during the 
balance of the night, and when day came and 
brought no relief, he got out of bed, went to 
his wardrobe, took out the pistol, loaded one 
ae and returning t®} the bed, shot him- 
self. 

Dr. Borcheim ‘was about thirty-three years 
of age. He -was bornJin Louisiana, 
and partiy reared in that state 
and partly in New York. Hestudied mede- 
cine in the north and graduated in New York. 
After his graduation,he went to the Belleview 
hospital, where he remained a long time, He 
was a young man of bright promise, and to 
him many difficult cases were intrusted. Sev- 
eral years agg he secured a position as surgeon 
in the United States army and went to Arizo- 
na, where he remained sometime. While in 
the west he secured 

A LARGE PAIR OF ARMY PISTOLS, 

which he brought home with him, and 
it was with one of these that 
he killed himself. After leaving Arizona he 
returned to New York and re-entéred the same 
hospital. While there he performed an 
extremely dangerous and difficult operation 
upon an Atlanta gentleman. The gentleman 
got well, came home and induced Dr. Bor- 
cheim to come. He was prominently econ- 
nected with several Jewish societies of the 
city and was surgeon to the Gate City Guard. 
He was popular and a universal favorite. He 
leaves but one relative in the world as far as 
is known—an invalid sister.in New Youk. Flis 
remains will be laid to rest in Oakland this 
morning and @ detachment of the Gate City 
Guard will attend.
